have perished. Those who have escaped death and starvation will need all” 
‘possible help in order to become once again able-bodied citizens. 

I warmly commend Her Excellency’s touching appeal to the support of the 
benevolent Community, feeling sure that all sums entrusted to her care will be 
judiciously expended in the interests of her suffering compatriots. |

All armaments should be 
scrapped instanter by international arrangement, with the exception of a few 
weapons and soldiers necessary to preserve internal order. Tariffs should be 
scrapped simultaneously with armaments. So long as either tariffs or armaments 


exist there will be wars. And till both are abolished there can be no ‘ Chris-

THE DANGERS OF ZIONISM.* 


By CL AUDE _.G.” MONTEFIORE: 

The dangers of Zionisin may be divided into two distinct heads. First, 
dangers afiecting the well-being and prosperity of Jews. Secondly, dangers 
afiecting Judaism in general, and Liberal Judaism in particular.

“JEW” IN TWO SENSES. 


“We have seen that the establishment of a. Jewish Staie, the creation | 


of a new Jewish nationality, necessitate that the word Jew should be used 
- in two distinct senses. The word must mean, in the first place, a man who 
belongs to a particular nation or State; just in the same way as we speak 
of an Italian, a Frenchman, or a Dane, so must we speak of a Jew. And, 
in that sense, the word must have no religious connotation at: all. 
Dane can belong to any religion or to none, just as the term ° 
nothing to do with religion, so must it be with the Jew.

them. It was his sacred duty to state that it was not only unwise but 
positively unjust to ask the Peace Conference for a Jewish State. What should 
they demand? In the first place, that the world should recognise that Palestine, 
which was the Jewish land in the past, would again be the Jewish land in the 
future. Their claim to it had not lapsed. They had never left it of their own 
accord; it was wrenched from them, It was a question of Right against Might. 
Their right had endured for 2,000 years, and it was none the weaker on account 
_ ofits antiquity, but rather strengthened through it. That right having been 
recognised, they would ask for opportunities and conditions to enable them to 
bring the Jews back to Palestine. Such a claim was right and just, and 
could be pressed with all the vigour and force at theif command. 
They would ask that all legitimate means should be employed in order. 
to create in a relatively short time a great Jewish Community of three or 
four millions. If thisdemand were granted, the way would be clear, and it would 
then depend on the Jews themselves to build up the Jewish Commonwealth. It

(Loud cheers) When once Great Britain 
was appointed Trustee, they would, in conjunction with Great Brituin, prepare to 
carry outa detailed scheme for building up the Jewish Commonwealth. The Jewish 
land-holding must first of all be greatly increased. By democratic legislation 
this could be bronght about with due regard to the rights of all other inhabitants 
of Palestine who could not but gai by the establishment of a just and progres- 
sive régime in the country. Every State recognised as fundamental the problem 
of. getting the land for the people and the people for the land. Even in. 
England it was urgent to find a solution to this problem, There was ample elbow- 
room in Palestine, which was very sparsely populated, It had twenty-five people 
to the square mile, but could easily support 150, so that Palestine could main- 
tain three or four million people. It was obvious, therefore, that a vast popula- 
tion could be brought into the country without the slightest encroachment upon 
the rights of the Arab peasant. .Land must be released from the hands of specu 
lators, It must be made to yield not interest on capital but bread for the people, 


-for-millions of Jews. This they -had the right to demand. . They solemnly 
‘declared that so long as Jews went about the world breadless and homeless, 


wandering from pillar to post, there would be no real peace in the world. (Hear, 
hear.) Once they had the land they could build, irrigate, and introduce modern

Land must be released from the hands of specu- — 
lators. It must be made to yield not interest on capital but bread for the people, 
for millions of Jews. This they had the right to demand, They solemoly 
declared that so: long as Jews went about the world breadless and homeless, — 
wandering from pillar to post, there would be no real peace in the world. (Hear, 
hear.) Once they had the land they could build, irrigate, and introduce modern 
improvements, All this work should be done by Jewish hands. He had said — 
before, that in the building up of the new Palestine not only must the voice be the 
voice of Jacob but the hands must also: be the hands of Jacob, not of Esau.
